- think this were a very hard Cenſure, 
of a Fault that ſeems not to be very 
reat, That coming unworthily to the 
acrament, ſhould be Murther, and 
Blood-guiltineſs ; - nay, Guiltineſs of 
the Blood of the only begotten Son 
of God, and ſo as heinous a Sin as that 
which Fudas, and Pilate, and. the 
Jews, were guilty of, in Crucifying 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Prince. of 
Glory. — But the Quality of Sin is 
not to be meaſured by ours, but by 
God's Judgment: of it : God calls it 


- fuch .here, and we mult believe it to 


be ſuch. 

But how are they guilty ? Not as 
principal Actors and Doers in the bu- 
ſineſs, (for ſo the Jews were only 
gnilty,) but as Acceſlaries and Abet- 
tors. For, 

1. *Tis a flighting of Chriſt's 
Death ; a not laying of it to heart 
in 2 due manner. Tr implies, that 
we, in the ſecret af our Souls, con- 
ceive the putting of Chriſt to Death, 
was no ſuch heinous Offence ; when- 
as we can behold the viſible Reprefen- 


tation of it in the Sacrament, without 
being 
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being at all affeged: with it ; as if 
Chriſt had been a guilty Perſon, de- 
ſerving to be uſed as he was; and the 
Jews had done an A of Juſtice, in 
Crucifying him.

Indeed, this is a very hard Matter to 
put in practice, Mens Hearts are ſo 
tull of Pride, Scorn, Rancour, Malice 
and Revenge. -—— But a truly Cha- 
ritable Man will do for Man, as God 
| hath done for him, who hath freely 
' pardoned him for greater Offences ; 
and though he were the offended 
| Party, yet firſt ſought Reconciliation 
| with him. And therefore, bow far 
are thoſe implacable, revengeful, and 
| irreconcilable Spirits, who know not 
how to pardon an Offence, or to paſs 
by an injury ; but, eErernum ſervant 
| ſab pectore wuhnns, Carry an everlaſting 
| Grudge with them z; will watch an 
| Opportunity of Revenge, though 1t 
| may be ſeven Years hence ? How far, 
I fay, are theſe implacable and re- 
| L 4 vengc.ul 
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vengeful Spirits from that Love and 
Charity which becomes Men, more- 
eſpecially Chriſtians ?— Are there not 
many come to the Sacrament w'th 
this Mind, that will profeis they are 
in Charity with all the World, ireely 
forgive all. owe no Man ill Will ? Burt 
as the Serpent 1: faid ro lay down her 
Poyſon while ſhe drinks, and atrer- 
wards ſwallows it up again ; fo theſe 
feem, while they come to the ! ord's 
Table (which oughc to be a ?:nd 
of Chriſtian Love and Charity) to 
lay down their malicious and re- 
vengcful Thoughts, but aiterwards 
wili re-aflume and take them up again 
to the purpoſe. Such Hypecriſic and 
Impiczty Ged will certaliuy find out, 
and jevercly punith. 

Thus you fee wherein ard how 
we are to Exiimin® cur fclves, before 
we come to the {Lord's Tabis «it may 
be demanGed what is to be done, if, 
after Examination, we f121d our ſelves 
Unworthy ? 

R, They that find their wants of 
tacſe Graces, that do unfcjgnodly be- 
wail and mourn for them, that make 
ir their humb'e and Earneſt Prayer to 
Gced for Redreis ; theſe are, indeed 
truly Worthy, though not ſo worthy 
as they would be.

The Breaking of the Bread, and 
the Pouring forth of the Wine, ſhould 
bring to our remembrance how Chriſt 
was torn in his Body with Wounds 
and Stripes, and tortur*d in his Soul 
with the ſenſe of his Father's Wrath 
and Indignation, and that for our Sins 
and Tranſgreflions. 

When the Miniſter offers to thee 
the Bread and Wine, think of Chriſt 
given to thee -of God freely, and 
treely giving himſelf to thee, if thou 
wilt receive him. 

When thou receiveſt and eateſt | 
thoſe Elements, think on Chriſt, the ! 
living Bread, that gives Life to thy | 
Soul, and by his Merits preſerves it 
from Eternal Death. Let thy Heart | 
cleave unto him by Faith ; throw thy ! 
ſelf into his Arms ; waſh thy Soul in 
his Blood ; hide thy ſelf in the Holes | 
and Clefts of this Rock, from the | 
ſtormy Tempeſt bf God's Wrath. -— 
This 1s the Life of this holy Sacra- 
ment ; without which Spiritual Ap.- 
. plications, all is but a dead and empty 

Ceremony. 


Now, 
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Now, of the Aﬀecdtions that muſt 
be excited and ſtirred up in thi: Ordi- 
nance :

Yea, if we can but be fen- 
ſible of our. Senſeleisnels of Heart, — 
that ho!y Das and truly mourn for 
it, we need not be much diſhea.rned ; 
becauſe: this is one Fruit of the Life 
or Chriſt, which was undoubted!y 
received in the Sacrament. | 

2. Endeavour .by aiter Pains and 
Humiliation, oO quicken and awalen 
re Efcacy Gt the Sacrament : 
For we mutt tnow, Sacraments do 
aat always work for . the preſent, 
bur 
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but the Eiicacy may come aiter- 
wards. 

The firſt Sacrament of the Supper 
the Diſciples receiv'd, it's like they 
found not Ge Eticacy of it tor the 
preſent 5 for then they underſtood 
nothing ot Chritt's Death, neither 
couid it ſink into their Jteads that He 
ſhould dic: but yert.atterwards, when 
they came more clearly to underitand 
the Myſtcries of Redemption, and the 
whole [. ocrine of Chrilt, ro queſtion 
but' they rcaped the Benehr of that 
Ordinance, which then they fully 
underſtood not. 

"Tis with the Sacrament, as with 
the Word. Many a Man hear; the 
Word, and, in {ome meaſure, minds 
it ; but for the preſent, it hath no 
Effect at all. Tes poflible it may work 
many Years at:er. ASermon preach'd 
ſeven Ycars before, may prove the 
Means of a Man's Converſion ſeven 
Years aitcer. We have an Example in

of this maen,vcore true: And many believed 
cn him thre, This iz written of ſome 
of 7chn's Flearers. Fohr had preach'd 
Chriſt betore : They did not there- 
upon believe in Chriſt when he 
preachd.

Thus alſo may it 
be with the Sacrament : it doth not 
always preſently work; it may and 
doth work with ſome a long time af- 
terwards, when a Communicant, 
humbled for his Unprofirableneſs in 
the Duty, endeavours, by after-Di- 
ligence and Humility, to quicken and 
put Life into it 
have miſcarried in our Preparations

the Sacrament ; yet may the Vertue, 
Efficacy and Comfort of it be reco- - 


vered by after-Diligence, and after- 
Humiliation. — But if, when the 
buſineſs is once over, Men ſhall never 
' Took back, nor refle& upon it more, fo 
as to be humbled for their Deadneſfs, 
Hardneſs and Indiſpoſition in the 
Duty, and have no care to make up 
that by after-Diligence, which was 
wanting in the preſent Performance, 
no marvel though they receive no 
Benefit or Advantage by it.

'This is a dangerous quench- 
ing of the Spirit, and tends to the 
hardening of the Heart ; as thruſting 
red-hot Iron into Water, makes it 
harder. Such ſudden coolings and 
dampings of ſpiritual heats got in holy 
Duties, cannot be without much Dan- 
ger to the Soul. 

' A Second thing to be look'd into, 
15, A great Care to make good and 
perform that V ow of New Obedience 
which we have renewed with God, in 
the Sacrament. Our Hearts are very 
ſlippery (like a Bullock unaccuſtom'd 
to the Yoke,) and Satan is very ſubtle 
ro d.aw us ſpeedily to a breach, and 
theretore 1t concerns us to be watch- 
ful. 

The Devi] is exceeding defi-ous to 
go in, and go down after a Sacra- 
mental Sop. No ſooner was Chriit 
Paptized (?.uk. 3.) but (Luk. 4.) pre- 
fenily aſter the Sacrament receiv'd, 
he ſecs hercely upon Chriſt with all 
his might, ſtrength and skill, in his
